Not a Bishop in America 
has yet extended the invitation suggested 
by the Pope. 


The magnificent Catholic edifices in this 


archdiocese have been built and largely 
paid for by the Irish, and now they seem 
adverse to saddle themselves with pecu- 
niary obligations to benefit a race for 
which tbey have no love and very little re- 
spect 
The same feeling, it is learned, 


prevails in almost every diocese in the 
country.

The State Institute has not had a meet- 


ing in Virginia since Mr. Sessions was 
Superintendent of Public Instruction.

Last 
year a great many of Nevada's teachers at- 
tended the teachers' meeting in Son Fran- 
cisco.

In Galveston, 
Tei., the teachers meet twice a month, on 
which occasion it is led by one of its mem- 
bers, and the work is cut out for two 
weeks ahead, when they return and com- 
pare notes. This system has proven of 
great advantage to them. 
They are thus 


made students and learners during their 
entire course of teaching. 
It is exactly 


the sams as physicians, lawyers and other 
professional men reading the current liter- 
ature of the day in their several lines of 
practice. 
In some of the Eastern States 


they have Summer Institutes, when meet 
ings of teachers" are held during vacation, 
and diplomas are issued therefrom. It is 
exactly like attending school. 


Owing to our sparsely and widely scat 


tered population in this State, our teachers 
labor under a great disadvantage. The 
means of communicating with one another 
occurs but once a year, and that to but a 
few. It is impossible for teachers living 
in the remote districts of the State to at 
tend any of the meetings of the Institute, 
or derive any o! the advantages flowing 
from thorn.

The Grandeur of Peru, the Eoropesn Qaai* 


tei—Feasting on Gold Plate—Public Of- 
ficial* Who Make Mar* Than Their Sal- 
aries Oat ef Bribes. 
If Paris Is France, Constantinople to Tur- 


key. It is here that the sultan lives. Here 
are the headquarters of the Turkish army and 
rom the government offices here go out the 
wires of political appointment which control 
,he lives and property of more than 83,000,000 
people. Constantinople Is the center ot Tnrk- 
sh business and it is the pivot around which 
the whole Mohammedan world revolves. Sit- 
uated, asit is, partly in Astaend partly in 
Europe, it forms the connecting link of the 
;wo great civilizations, and its population ii 
;he most cosmopolitan on the face of the 
globe. The Straits of the Bosphorus, which 
connect the big Black sea with the little Sea 
of Marmora, wind in and out like a wide 
river between Europe and Asia. 


A PICTUBISQU* srrUATiow. 


They are bordered by beautiful hills which 


•lope down in place* almost precipitously to 
the water, and their natural scenery com- 
pares very favorably with the best bits along 
the Rhine and the Danube. At the beginning 
of these straits there is a lofty peninsula con- 
taining the area of two or three good sized 
farms, the greater part of the northern side 
of which is separated from the main body ot 
Europe by a long inlet of water which winds 
around like a horn and which is known as the 
famous Golden Horn of Constantinople. The 
lower side of the peninsula Is washed by the 
Sea of Marmora, and its tipper edge blocks 
the waters of the Bosphorus. Standing upon 
its shores you can almost throw a stone ink 
Asia, and by turning around yon could, with 
a revolver, shoot a bullet deep into the body 
of Europe. 
It is upon this peninsula that the greatest 


part of Constantinople is built. This part is 
known as Stamboul, and it belongs almost 
exclusively to the Turks. Upon it stand the 
great bazars, above its thousands of Turkish 
houses rise the tall minarets of hundreds of 
mosques, and the cries of it* tnrbaned ped- 
dlers are mixed with the shrill tenor ot th» 
muezzins, who five times each day stand 
upon the balconies of these towers and sing 
out the hours of prayers. A bridge of boats 
about a mile long and as wide as Pennsylva- 
nia avenue in Washington connects this 
Turkish quarter of the city with the Euro- 
pean shore, and over this bridge there is con- 
stantly passing a throng of Turks, Christians 
and Greeks, of brown gowned men from 
Persia and broadcloth traders from Europe. 
An Italian writer in Constantinople say» 
that 100,000 men go over this bridge every 
day, and one new idea crosses it about every 
ten years. 
This bridge leads to Pera, which is the Eu- 


ropean quarter of Constantinople. The hills 
on the north side of the Golden Horn are at 
steep as those of San Francisco, or of the 
bluff on which Kansas City is built. 


Pera has European hotels with Swiss ser- 


vants, French cooks and electric bells, in 
which you can be as comfortable as in any 
hotel in New York. And the social dinners 
of its people would compare favorably with 
those of the other capitals of Europe. As a 
diplomatic post the city of the sultan is one 
of the most important capitals of Europe. 
The complications which are at anv time 
liable to arise with Russia lead the English, 
the French and the Germans to keep immense 
establishments here, and the expenses of the 
foreign ministers for entertaining runs into

Rain Storm In Callfornln. 


The rainfall in Califarnia to date exceeds 


tbst of any October since the occupation of 
that State.

It is not safe to speculate upon an excess- 
ively wet Winter because the October pre- 
cipitation is unusually large, for it is a 
noteworthy fact that the dry season of 
1876-77 was preceded by copious rains in 
October.

THE SULTAN'S OITICUJUS. 


The sultan has hU great government de- 


partments like those at Washington. There 
Is a department of state, or foreign office, a 
war department, a department of public 
works and a department of education, of the 
interior and of justice. A large number of 
these departments are in the vast building 
known aa the Sublime Porte, which is located 
near the great palace of the sultan in Stam 
boul, known as the Old Seraglio. I visited 
the Sublime Forte yesterday and met a num 
berof the leading Turkish officials. I found 
that many of them spoke English and that 
all could converse hi French. A cabinet min- 
ister who has charge of the newspaper press 
of the empire, and who is to a large extent 
connected with the interior, told me that the 
government was now encouraging the news- 
paper, and that the day would come when 


Mnfr city m the Turkish empire would havt 
its daily paper. 


There are a number of daily newspaper* 


In Constantinople—some in English, some I* 
French and some in Turkish. The Pendant 
have a paper. The Greeks have their organ, 
and there are also newspapers for the He- 
brews and Armenians. A missionary press 
publishes a Bulgarian newspaper, but I un- 
derstand that with all these papers the cen- 
sorship of the press is very strict and that the 
greater part of the articles published are 
read over by the government officers before 
they are permitted to be printed. This Is es- 
pecially so with the Bulgarian newspapers, 
as the Turks are much afraid of revolution! 
among the Bulgarians, and they cut out 
everything that relates to liberty or tends to 
the depreciation of the government of the 
sultan. 


The Turks are the governing class in Tur- 


key, and it is well for tho country that they 
are so. They do not make very good busi- 
ness men, and the most of the bushiest 
of the Ottoman empire is done by tht 
Hebrews, the Armenians and the Greeks, 
[he Turks are not accumulative or indnstri 
ous. Their fortunes, when made, seldom pass 
through more than one generation. The son) 
ive high off of their fathers' wealth, and if 
;hoy should become bankrupt they look upon 
it as fate rather than as the result of their 
own extravagance. They are soldiers and 
agriculturists rather than business men, and 
they prefer the government service to any 
other. The better class of government offi- 
cers is well paid. 


The grand vizier, who is the sultau't right 


band man, receives $4,500 a month, and the 
other cabinet ministers get from $500 to $750 
a month. In addition to this they have what 
they can mcke by bribes, and in all Oriental 
countries this bribing or squeezing is legiti- 
mate. In China an officer receives a salary

Under 
such conditions it is ro wonder that this 
great Turkish empire Is poorly farmed.—
